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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

METHODS  OF  DELIVERING  STOCK 

1 —  Through  local  distributing  agent.  We  engage  a 
reliable  local  business  man  to  look  after  the  distribution 
of  stock  to  customers  where  we  have  enough  business 
at  any  point  to  justify  the  expense,  usually  $100  to 
$200  worth  of  orders.  Collections  are  made  at  the 
time  orders  are  delivered,  if  the  orders  have  not  been 
paid  in  advance  of  shipment. 

(A)  Country  and  smaU  town  deliveries.  Cus- 
tomers are  notified  to  call  at  the  distributing 
agent’s  place  of  business  for  their  stock, 
immediately  on  arrival  of  the  shipment. 

(B)  City  deliveries.  In  towns  and  cities  with  a 
population  of  10,000  or  over,  we  usually 
deliver  the  stock  upon  the  premises  of  the 
customers,  if  customers  reside  within  the 
city  limits.  We  notify  customers  at  time  of 
shipment  so  tliey  will  be  ready  to  receive 
and  plant  their  stock  promptly  on  delivery. 

2 — Direct  shipment  by  Parcel  Post,  Express  or  Freight 

C.  O.  D.  At  points  where  we  do  not  have  enough 
orders  to  justify  the  expense  of  a distributing  agent, 
we  reserve  the  right  to  forward  the  stock  by  Parcel 
Post,  Express  or  Freight  C.  O.D.  We  pay  the  trans- 
portation charges,  also  charges  for  return  of  the 
money.  The  method  of  shipment  and  delivery  must 
be  left  entirely  to  our  discretion.  We  guarantee  stock 
to  be  in  perfect  condition  when  turned  over  to  cus- 
tomer. 

TERMS  OF  PAYMENT 

1 — CASH  WITH  ORDER  — Entitles  purchaser  to 
se  ect  additional  nursery  stock  to  the  amount  of  10% 
of  the  advance  payment,  without  any  additional  cost. 
To  illustrate.  An  order  amounting  to  $10.00,  if  paid 
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for  at  time  of  purchase,  entitles  custoiner  to  select 
10%,  or  $1.00,  worth  of  extra  stock  free,  or  $11.00 
wortli  of  stock  for  the  price  of  $10.00. 

Our  salesmen  are  authorized  to  accept  checks  payable 
to  THE  NATIONAL  NURSERIES  at  Lawrence, 
Kansas.  Customers  may  remit  direct  if  they  prefer. 
Salesmen  are  supplied  with  blank  checks,  payable  to 
our  order.  These  checks  are  endorsed  by  us  and  re- 
turned to  the  customer  through  his  local  bank,  thus  it 
will  becf)me  a legal  receipt  for  the  customer,  elimin- 
ating any  chance  of  a mistake 

2 —  GASH  ON  DELIVERY — Net  amount  of  order, 
no  discount. 

3 —  Advance  Payment  Reqnired  on  Orders  Am onn ting 
to  $50.00,  or  More. 

Terms — One-fourth  cash  with  order,  balance  on  deliv- 
ery of  goods.  This  advance  payment  on  large  orders 
shows  evidence  of  good  faith  on  part  of  the  customer 
and  protects  us  against  cancellation  before  shipment, 
or  loss  on  delivery. 

4 — SMALL  ORDERS — Less  than  $5.00 — Cash  with 
Order.  Because  of  the  expense  in  handling  and  pre- 
paring small  orders  for  shipment,  there  is  usually  little 
or  no  profit  in  orders  amounting  to  less  than  $5.00. 
The  bookkeeping  expense  alone  often  amounts  to 
more  than  the  profit;  therefore,  we  are  obliged  to  ask 
cash  in  advance  upon  all  orders  amounting  to  less 
than  $5.00. 

PACKING.  Every  customer’s  order  is  individually 
packed  in  the  best  packing  material,  paper  and  burlap 
we  can  buy  for  this  purpose.  All  trees  and  plants  are 
inclosed  in  heavy  paper  or  burlap,  with  damp  packing 
material  around  the  roots,  to  prevent  the  stock  from 
drying  out.  Years  of  experience  have  taught  our 
workmen  to  pack  an  order  so  it  will  arrive  at  destina- 
tion in  as  good  condition  as  when  it  left  the  nursery. 
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GUARANTiilES.  We  guarantee  stock  to  reach  cus- 
tomer ill  proper  transplanting  condition.  Any  stock 
proving  otherwiscj will,  upon  proper  proof,  be  promptly 
replaced  free  of  charge  to  customer.  All  claims  for 
errors  or  damaged  stock  must  he  made  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  shipment  It  the  customer  will  call 
for  his  stock  on  receipt  of  notice,  and  plant  it  promptly, 
he  should  sustain  little,  if  any,  loss. 

WE  DO  NOT  REPLACE  STOCK  THAT  FAILS 
TO  LIVE.  The  living  of  trees  and  plants,  after  de- 
livery to  customer  in  good  condition,  is  dependent 
almost  entirely  upon  conditions  of  soil,  weather  an*" 
after  care,  all  of  which  are  beyond  our  control. 

“The  buyer  should  not  expect  the  nurseryman  to 
guarantee  his  trees  to  live,  any  more  than  he  would 
expe(!t  a dealer  in  live  stock  to  guarantee  an  animal  to 
reach  a specified  age.  If  the  nurseryman  agrees  to  re- 
place trees  that  die,  he  must  charge  for  it.  He  can- 
not give  something  for  nothing  any  more  than  the 
butcher  or  grocer.  Too  often  the  agreement  to  re- 
place breeds  carelessness  in  the  buyer.  All  the  buyer 
should  ask  of  the  nurseryman  is  that  the  tree  reach 
him  in  good  condition  for  setting.” — Albert  Dickens 
of  the  Kansas  Agricultural  College  in  “Farmers’  Mail 
and  Breeze.” 

SHIPPING  SEASONS— 

FALL — October  25th  to  December  1st.  We 
commence  shipping  in  the  fall  after  the  stock  has 
fully  matured  and  is  in  perfect,  dormant  condition. 
Usually  most  of  our  fall  shipments  are  sent  be- 
tween October  25th-November  10th. 

SPRING — March  25th  to  April  15th.  Weather 
conditions  in  this  locality  govern.  We  ship  as 
soon  as  danger  of  freezing  is  over. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  our  goods,  the  shipment  of 
which  is  governed  almost  entirely  by  weather  con- 
ditions at  tins  point,  no  definite  shipping  dates  can  be 
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given.  We  are  just  as  anxious  to  get  stock  to  the 
customer  as  early  as  possible,  as  he  is  to  receive  and 
plant  it. 

QUANTITY  RATES 

Five  or  more  trees  or  plants  at  “TEN”  rate.  ' 

Six  or  more  at  “DOZEN”  rate. 

Twenty-five  or  more  at  “HUNDRED”  rate. 

Two  hundred  fifty  or  more  at  “THOUSAND”  rate. 
Customer  may  select  as  many  varieties  as  de- 
sired of  the  same  class  of  stock,  provided  the 
price  for  all  varieties  selected  is  the  same,  as  in 
Apple,  Peach,  Cherry,  etc. 

Where  the  price  differs  on  varieties,  as  with 
Grapes,  the  quantity  rate  will  apply  only  on 
varieties  listed  at  the  same  price.
